Partnerships for Success:

On September 29, IDPH received notice from SAMHSA’s Center for Substance Abuse Prevention that lowa was
awarded a Partnerships for Success Grant for $1,626,000 each year, for a total of five years. The grant will focus on
reducing underage drinking and youth binge drinking using the Strategic Prevention Framework process. IDPH
anticipates funding at least 12 high-need counties through a Request for Proposal (RFP) process. The RFP will be
posted to the “Funding Opportunities” section of the IDPH website in the next few weeks. Watch for more information on
the Partnerships grant in upcoming newsletters.
